COAL SITUATION SERIOUS. 


/ 


The conditions existing in the coal 


trade at present show an extreme short 
age, especially as regards bituminous 
coal; in fact, it may well be said that 
there is practically a coal famine now 
on as regards steam coal. 
This condi- 


tion of affairs has been, brought about 
by the sudden and tremendous increase 
in all lines of business daring the last 
few months, and the total inability of 
the railroads to cope with addititional 
traffic thrust upon them so suddenly. 


All the southern and Pennsylvania 


railroada have been choked with freight 


which 
have been heretofore 
cars 
used exclusively for the handling of coal 
have been taken for all kinds of mer- 
chandise, even for grain, and the result 
ia showing itself now in a very distress- 
ing manner all along the line. 


The railroads have put in enormous 


orders for cars and engines, but until 
these come into use, the situation is 
liable to remain as it is. 
Vessels now 


reporting at the coal piers to receive 
their cargoes of coal, which were for- 
merly loaded in one or two days, now 
have to wait four or five weeks for their 
cargo. 


There is such a scramble for soft coal 


that there is practically no price, the 
quotations being what the seller can 
get, depending upon tbe needs of the 
buyer. This condition of affairs exist- 
ing in the soft coal market is having its 
effect upon hard coal. 
The field for 


^hard coal being smaller than for soft, 
the eongeation is not quite as serious, 
but the vessel freight market effects the 
price, and unless we have a mild winter 
there is a prooabihty that there will bo 
a sharp advance ail along the line. 


Many in the trade feel that this is only 


the beginning, and some large handler* 
of ooal in the large cities are quoted as 
hating seen nothing to equal this con 
dition of affairs for thirty years.

Tbe centre 
f the industry in the United States is 
New York, where it engages the services 
f 10,000 women. Of this number over 
^00 are employed by the thirty im- 
porters of feathers in New York, at an 
average weekly wage of from$10 to ?1D. 
la collecting statistics on this industry 
a fact pleasing to those who sympa- 
thize with the Audubou crusade against 
the use of buds' feathers in women's 
hats was brought out. 
Many feather 


houses will not permit the use of a 
single song bird. The song bird is not 
bright and attractive enough to make 
his killing worth while without artificial 
coloring. The feather makers rely very 
largely on what may be termed wasta 
material, i. e., the skins and wings of 
gime birds, plover, partridge, grouse, 
weodcock and other edible varieties, 
the color of which is so desirable lor 
walking hats thai there is little need to 
chunge it.

conse of the applications for lodging 
which they have and not on account of 
any series of tramp depredations that 
have been reported.

Louisville, Ky.. Nov. 3.—Gen. W. S. 


Taylor, the Republican nominee for 
Governor, has issued his first election 
statement. He said to a newspaper 
correspondent: "I feel absolutely cer- 
tain, if the voice of the people is not 
stifled and the ballot-boxes of the 
state are not looted by the election 
machinery, Kentucky will give the Re- 
publican ticket 50,000 majority.

Ladysmith Entirely Cut Off. 


London, Nov. 3-—News has just 


been received at the War Office irorn 
the Governor of Natal, Sir Walter 
Francis 
Hehy-Hutchmson, announc- 


ing that communication with Lady- 
smith has been absolutely cut oft since 
half-past 
two Taarsday 
afternoon. 


The cause of the interruption is as 
yet unknown. 
This information is not regarded at 


the War Office as confirming in any 
way the report v/hich has been m 
circulation that L'idy&mitli has been 
completely in\est''d by the Boers. 
The War Office also declines to credit 
the report, which has also been re- 
ceived here, that Colenso has been 
captured. 


British Casualties. 


London, Nov. ?.—General Sir George 


Stewart White has cabled to the War 
Office that in the engagement on Far- 
quhar's Farm, near Ladysmith, on 
October 30, %vhen Lieutenant Colonel 
Carlton's column TV as compelled to 
surrender, six officers were killed and 
nine wounded 
Among the non-com- 


missioned officers nnd men the casual- 
ties were 54 in killed and 231 wound- 
ed, making 300 in all. 


Again it is asserted at Aldershot 


that the mobilization of a second army 
corps will begin oa November 10, and 
that the whole reserves of the trans- 
port branch of the Army Service Corps 
will be called out. 


A composite detachment of Royal 


Marines will be forned at Portsmouth, 
consisting of experienced men, for in- 
land service in South Africa. 


Forming Relief Division. 


Cape Town, Nov. 3 —Trustworthy 


advices from the northern frontier 
state that the Boers are bringing 
heavier guns across the Drakensberg 
mountains to join in the bombardment 
of Ladysmith. A division is forming 
at De Aar Junction, and it is said it 
will be sent to the relief of Kimberley 
and Mafcking 


Boers Make a Feint. 


Ladysmith, Nov. 3.—The Boers have 


unmasked new batteries, which are 
easily silenced, only to break out 
again when the British fire slackens. 
It is thought the bombardment, which 
is not serious, is designed simply to 
distract atteation 
while the Boers 


moved to the rear of the town. The 
Naval Brigade now has four long- 
range guns mounted.

Battle Expected at Colenso. 


London, Nov. 3.—If the Boers de- 


stroy the bridge at Colenso, White can- 
not retreat south and reinforcements 
cannot be rushed to him The Tugcla 
River at Colenso is broad, and at thia 
season of the year in a swollen condi- 
tion. In addition to a contingent of 
land troops, it is understood a large 
force of bluejackets is guarding the 
bridge, and news of a sharp engage- 
ment there would not be surprising. 


Apart from Gen. White's statement 
that the losses at the battle of Lady- 
smith were numerous, there is noth- 
ing to indicate the extent of them ox- 
cept a vague report that the soldier 
who took the news to Ladysmith said 
the British dead and wounded were 
lying in heaps and that hundreds need- 
ed doctors. The concluding sentence 
of Gen. White's despatch relative to 
the safety of Ladypmith has been re- 
ceived here with a certain reserve, in 
view of the fact that similar official 
assurances were given recently at 
Dundee and Glencoe, and there is iu 
tense anxiety for further news of the 
reported renewed attacks of Tuesday, 
which is not mentioned in the official 
despatch. 


A dramatic inci-Jent in connection 


with the disaster at Ladysmith is 
given by a correspr-ndent of the Echo 
in a despatch dated October 30. He 
says that after dark a man of the 
Irish Fusileers staggered into camp. 
He was haggard and almost, exhaust- 
ed. He said the troops were complete- 
ly surrounded and had marched blind- 
ly into a trap. The first they knew 
of 'danger was when they were fired on 
by the Boers, who were stationed in 
a covered position. The fight raged 
for an hour, and there were heavy 
losses on both sides. The dead and 
wounded were lying about in heaps. 
The man from the Fusileers gasped 
out: 
"I came here for help to bury 
our dead."

Th« Direction «f The t«eret«ry «f 
War—Plus arc Formed For Tho 
Bttt IntcfMte off Tho Inhabitant 
of Each PotMMion. 


Waihlncton, Nor. 3.—A now bureau 


IB being organized under the War De- 
partment for Insular and colonial af- 
fairs. The multitude of question* in 
relation to affairs of the new posses- 
sions of the United States has made 
that course necessary. No bureau of 
the departmen*. at the present time, is 
fitted for the work and none is pre- 
pared to undertake it. Secretary Root 
has, therefore, decided to organize a 
new one. 


The bureau Is to be primarily under 


the direction of the secretary himself, 
and it is to work with him in untangl- 
ing the affairs of Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. To It Is to be dele- 
gated the task of preparing a plan of 
civil government for' the various isl- 
ands. 


Secretary Root has been studying 


that matter and he has evolved plans 
that he believes are for the best in- 
terests of the inhabitants of each pos- 
session. The great mass o£ minor de- 
tails he has had no time to consider, 
and is thus forced to place them in 
the bands of others. It is for that 
reason he will organize the new 
bureau. 


Some person from civil life will be 


chosen as chief. Robert P. Porter of 
New York has applied for the posi- 
tion and will probably be appointed 
should no one better qualified be found 
willing to accept. Mr. Porter has 
been a special commissioner of the 
Treasury and other departments for 
some time, and he believes that his 
familiarity with tariff features special- 
ly fits him for the control of the new 
bureau. He called on the President 
this morning and expressed his will- 
ingness to accept 
the 
office. Mr.

Washington. D C.. Nov. S.—/liuf-re- 
port of the Philippine Commits ion Ma 
jmt fc*en mad*, publb. It it a moat 
•ihaiMUve document of more than tea 
thooaand words, and covers the opera- 
tions and investigation of the Ameri- 
can forcea and emissaries ain'ce tha 
arrival of Dewey on May 1,1898. 


The report in all of its details r«- 


cite* that the Filii inos are not capable 
of governing themselves and that 
American control is essential. In his 
part of the report Dewey says that In- 
dependence was never promised Agul- 
naldo. and further on the report de- 
clares that many of the Filipinos are 
tired' of the rebellion, condemn It and 
'ask for protection 


The report also says that if the Uni- 


ted States were tn give up control of 
the Philippines oJJier powers would 
divide the islands 


The causes leading up to the pres- 


ent difficulty are dwelt upon at great 
length and the report closes as fol- 
lows: 


"Our control means to the Inhabi- 


tants of the Philippines internal peace 
and order, a guarantee against foreign 
aggression and against the dismem- 
berment of the country, commercial 
and industrial prosperity, and as large 
a share of the affairs of government 
as they shall prove fit to take. When 
peace and prosperity shall have been 
established throughout the archipela- 
go, when education shall have become 
general, then, in the language of a 
leading Filipino, his people will, under 
our guidance, 'become more American 
than the Americans themseh'es." 


The report upholds the present ag- 


gressive policy of the President, and 
recommends the jetention of the isl- 
ands.

The Mexican-Chinese Treaty. 


Washington, Nov. 
3.—For 
some 


time negotiations have been in pro- 
gress in Washington for establishing 
treaty relations between China and 
Mexico. The negotiations have been 
carried on by Ambassador Aspiroz of 
Mexico and Minister Wu-Ting-Fang of 
China, and aro now so far along that 
the signing of the convention may take 
place early next week. Aside from 
its importance in being the first treaty 
ever negotiated between the two coun- 
tries, its terms arc such as to yield 
large benefits to each of tho contract- 
Ing parties. 


Provision is made by which Mexico 


Is to receive the benefits of the "favor- 
ed nation clause," insuring her as low 
duties on imports as those given to 
any other country. Another advant- 
age obtained by Mexico 1s access to 
the important treaty ports of China, 
which serve as tho gateways to the 
commerce of the empire. Up to this 
time Mexican trade in China has been 
admitted at the treaty ports, not of 
right, hut on euffrance. 


On the part of China, important ad- 


vantages are gained under the treaty. 
A considerable number of Chinese are 
in Mexico, who, thus far, have not had 
the protection secured by a treaty and 
by the presence of consuls and diplo- 
matic representation of the govern- 
ment. China also receives favored 
nation treatment and a number of ad- 
vantages in trade and navigation. 


When the treaty is consummated the 


two governments will establish their 
respective ministers and consular rep- 
resentatives in each country. 


A unique feature of the treaty is 


that English is selected as the "official 
language," instead of French, which 
1st the universal language or diplo- 
macy. 


"Peeper" Removed by Yale Faculty. 
New Haven, Co-jn., Nov. 3.—It haa 


been announced by the Yale faculty 
that Dr. Frank H. D. Chase, an in- 
structor in the English department, 
has been relieved from fnrther duty 
in the university. Dr. ^ Chase was ar- 
rested on last friday at midnight 
while peeping intc a bedroom window 
of a private house. There is a specific 
charge against him. He is out on $750 
bail, and his case will probably never 
go to trial. Dr. Chase was graduated 
from Yale in 1894 and was the vale- 
dictorian of his rlfess. He then studied 
abroad, and a year ago was made an 
instructor at Yale, when it was said 
that his prospectu were bright. Dr. 
Chase's friends attribute his behavior 
to a breaking down of his nervous 
system.

A little borax is probably the 
best thing to soften the water. For 
washing blankets or baby flannels it 
is to be preferred. Woolen should not 
he wrung by the hand, but riused or 
dried by squeezing. Woolens of any 
sort should neter be allowed to freeze.

CIRCULAR TO SCHOOL BOARDS-

Channing Foleom, state superintend- 


ent of public instruction, has issued the 
following circular to school boards: 


Your attention is cailed to chapter 77 


of the session laws 1899: 


Src. 5. Every school district in tbe 


state shall maintain its schools at least 
twenty weeks during every 
school 


year. 


Sec. 7 No town shall receive any ben- 


efit nnder this act nor any portion of 
the literary fund unless its returns have 
been made to the superintendent of 
public instruction as required by chap- 
ter 92, section 13, of the public stat- 
utes, nor unless its schools have been 
maintained at least twenty •sveeks dur- 
ing the school year next preetling. 


Schools must be maintained at least 


twenty weeks during tbe year ending 
Aug. 
1, 1900, to entitle a town to a dis- 


tributive portion of the literary f nnd of 
1900.
